'...does not disclose a mobile device type identifier associated with said mobile device as recited in claim 27...', examiner respectfully 
disagrees, seecolumn 5, lines 63 and continued to column 6, line 2, "... configures the POA termilnal with a readable POA dataform and the 
customer portable device to include the capability to read the dataform. Hence once the dataform 106 is read, the device 102 (customer 
mobile device) automatically operates to format and transmit data therefrom' Examiner interprets this capability as 'display capabilities and 
messaging protocols'. Examiner further interprets theat a unique identifier for each device is inherent to the Petrovich system. 

Applicant argues that Kashio does not teach or suggest display playback enhancement, the Examiner respectfully disagrees (see abstract, 
lines 14-15 whereby '...resulting in the display area being utilized effectively with enhanced viaual effects and image quality', also see 
column 1 , line 63 and continued to column 2, line 3 whereby the [Kasshio] invention provides a data communications device which utillized 
the display area effectively during video playback by ENHANCING the visual effects and image quality with causing decreased visibility 
through image deterioration...' 
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
